QATAR 
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SPEAKING IN PLENARY SEPT. 10, MINISTER OF FINANCE AND 
PETROLEUM OF QATAR. ABDUL AZIZ KHALIFA AL-THANI, DESCRIBED 
THE PRESENT SITUATION AS THE SEVEREST ECONOMIC CRISIS IN THE 
RECENT HISTORY OF THE WORLD. HE PAID AN HISTORICAL 
TRIBUTE TO THE COUNTRIES OF THE THIRD WORLD, AND PARTICULARLY 
TO THE OPEC MEMBERS, FOR HAVING TAKEN THE INITIATIVE TO 
CREATE A MORE JUST. EQUITABLE AND BALANCED WORLD ECONOMIC 
ORDER. THE OPEC SUMMIT IN MARCH 1975 HAD CALLED FOR DIALOGUE, 
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COOPERATION AND COMMON ACTION TO OVERCOME MAJOR PROBLEMS FACED 

BY BOTH DEVELOPED AND DEVELOPING COUNTRIES, IN SPITE 

OF 'PROPAGANDA CAMPAIGNS... OF SOME INDUSTRIALIZED 

COUNTRIES ", AND "REPREHENSIBLE THREATS OF ECONOMIC OR 

MILITARY AGGRESSION AGAINST THE OPEC COUNTRIES". AL-THANI 

STRESSED THE MAJOR INITIATIVES WHICH THE OPEC MEMBERS HAD 

TAKEN TO ASSIST DEVELOPING COUNTRIES. HE SAID THAT 

ON THE BASIS OF COMPARATIVE NATIONAL INCOMES, THE OPEC 

COUNTRIES HAD GIVEN FIVE TIMES AS MUCH TO DEVELOPING COUNTRIES 

IN 1974 AS THE INDUSTRIALIZED COUNTRIES TOGETHER, SOME 

$2.5 BILLION. QATAR HAD GIVEN OR COMMITTED TO THE DEVELOPING 

COUNTRIES 20 PERCENT OF ITS NATIONAL INCOME IN 1973, 

12 PERCENT IN 1974, AND 20 PERCENT IN 1975. HE THEN SPOKE 
IN SOME DETAIL ON EVENTS LEADING TO THE SEVENTH SPECIAL 
SESSION, AND NOTED THE TRANSITION FROM CONFRONTATION TO 
COOPERATION, CITING THE US SECRETARY OF STATE S ADDRESS AS 
EVIDENCE OF A MAJOR CHANGE IN THE POSITION OF THE 
INDUSTRIALIZED COUNTRIES. HE SAID QATAR WAS FULLY BEHIND 
THE G-77 POSITION, AND IDENTIFIED THREE SPECIAL PRIORITY 
ISSUES: 1) THE POOREST COUNTRIES; 2) FOOD AND AGRICULTURE; 

AND 3) THE NEED FOR CHANGES IN THE UN SYSTEM TO MEET ITS 
NEW ECONOMIC RESPONSIBILITIES. AT THE END, AL-THANI DIVERGED 
FROM THE SUBJECT MATTER AT HAND TO ELABORATE AT LENGTH ON 
ISRAEL'S REFUSAL TO COMPLY WITH UN RESOLUTIONS AND THE 
CONSEQUENT UNDERMINING OF THE UN'S PRESTIGE, THREATENING 
THE UN'S VERY EXIXTENCE. (REPEATED INFO DOHA) 

AT THIS POINT, THREE YOUNG SERBO CROATS STOOD UP IN THE 
BALCONY, SHOUTED, REPORTEDLY DISPLAYED CROATIAN FLAG, AND, 

BEFORE BEING USHERED OUT BY UN SECURITY GUARDS, THREW OUT 
LEAFLETS CALLING FOR A JUST FREEDOM FOR CROATS. 
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MADAGASCAR- 

FOREIGN MINISTER REMI TIANDRAZA SPOKE OF THE THOROUGH AND 
RESPONSIBLE WORK DONE BY THE LDC'S OVER THE PAST 18 MONTHS 
IN FORMULATING THEIR PROPOSALS FOR A NEW ECONOMIC ORDER. 

HE FOUND THE ROOTS OF THE WORLD ECONOMIC CRISIS AND LDC 
BACKWARDNESS IN CONTROL BY THE INDUSTRIALIZED COUNTRIES 
OF THE EXISTING SYSTEM. THEY WAY OUT, HE SAID, LIES IN A 
COMBINATION OF SELF-RELIANCE AND INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION.

SAUDI ARABIA - IN A LIVELY, EFFUSIVE ADDRESS, AMBASSADOR 
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BAROODY SOUGHT TO "SET THE RECORD STRAIGHT IN VIEW OF THE 
SALACIOUS" PROPAGANDA AGAINST OPEC COUNTRIES, REVIEWED THE 
CAUSES OF THE WORLD ECONOMIC CRISIS TO DEMONSTRATE THE NEED FOR 
DEVELOPED COUNTRIES "TO SET THEIR HOUSES IN ORDER", AND DISCUSSED 
A NUMBER OF THE ISSUES BEFORE THE SESSION. HE STATED THAT PREVIOUS 
SPEECHES WERE "ON THE WHOLE CONSTRUCTIVE" AND SHOWED A WILLING- 
NESS TO PARTICIPATE IN THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A NEW INTERNATIONAL 
ECONOMIC ORDER. BUT HE NOTED THAT SOME GOVERNMENTS WERE "OBSESSED" 
WITH THE NOTION THAT THE OIL CRISIS WAS THE SOURCE OF CURRENT 
ECONOMIC PROBLEMS. SUCH ACCUSATIONS WOULD DO NOTHING BUT 
ALIENATE OPEC COUNTRIES AND. ACCORDING TO STATISTICS PRESENTED 
BY BAROODY ON OPEC AID LEVELS AND HISTORICAL PRICE TRENDS, 

WERE WITHOUT FOUNDATION AND MOTIVATED BY A NEED FOR SCAPEGOATS. 
THE HEART OF THE WORLD CRISIS, IN ANY CASE, IS THE "GALLOPING 
INFLATION" THAT BEGAN IN THE INDUSTRIALIZED WORLD THROUGH THE 
IMPACT OF WAR ON GOVERNMENT EXPENDITURES AND A "BUY NOW AND 
PAY LATER SYNDROME". BAROODY THUS LECTURED DEVELOPED 
COUNTRIES TO STOP "GRIPING" AND TO CONTROL INFLATION BY 
ELIMINATING DEFICIT SPENDING. HE SAID THAT IF INFLATION 
WERE CURBED, "OIL PRICES WILL GO DOWN." 

ON ISSUES BEFORE THE SESSION, BAROODY CAUTIONED THAT "TOO MUCH 
AFFLUENCE LEADS TO DECADENCE," ADVOCATED INCREASED TRADE AT 
FAIR PRICES TO REPLACE AID, AND URGED THE PROMOTION OF FAMILY 
PLANNING TO COMPLEMENT MEASURES TO INCREASE AGRICULTURAL 
PRODUCTION. HE ALSO EMPHASIZED THE NEED TO CONSIDER ECOLOGICAL 
FACTORS. IN CONCLUSION, BAROODY CALLED FOR BOTH DEVELOPED AND 
DEVELOPING COUNTRIES TO OBSERVE HIGHER STAND ARS OF ETHICS 
BECAUSE IT WAS "FUTILE TO CREATE A NEW INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC 
ORDER IF WE ALLOW OURSELVES TO RATIONALIZE PERMISSIVENESS IN 
ECONOMIC, SOCIAL, AND POLITICAL LIFE." ALLUDING TO THE CHINESE 
AND SOVIET SPEECHES, BAROODY OBSERVED THAT IN "THIS GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY WE FOUND NEITHER A WOLF NOR A TIGER." IT WAS THAT 
"INSATIABLE CONSTIPATED BIPED" MAN THAT WAS HIS OWN WORST 
ENEMY; ONLY THROUGH LOVE AND AFFECTION, MUTUAL TRUST AND 
GOODWILL COULD A BETTER WORLD BE ESTABLISHED. (REPEATED INFO 
JIDDA) 

-ADDITIONAL STATEMENTS MADE SEPT. 8 - 
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SOMALIA - IN PRESENTING ESSENTIALLY A REPETITION OF G-77 POSITIONS, 
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SOMALI MINISTER OF INTERNAL AND EXTERNAL TRADE AHMED MOHAMED 
MOHAMUD WAS NOT ENCOURAGED BY THE DC RESPONSE SO FAR. 
FUNDAMENTAL DIVERGENCIES PERSIST DESPITE THE AGREEMENT OF 
ALL THAT CHANGE IN THE PRESENT ECONOMIC ORDER IS NEEDED. DC 
PROPOSALS ARE TAKEN SERIOUSLY, BUT LDC'S REJECT THE ASSERTION 
THAT THE EXISTING SYSTEM HAS SERVED WELL AND REQUIRES ONLY MAR 
GINAL MODIFICATIONS. MOHAMUD TOOK PAINS TO DEFEND OPEC. THE 
INDUSTRIALIZED COUNTRIES UNJUSTLY BLAME TODAY'S ECONOMIC 
CRISIS ON THE EFFORTS OF THE THIRD WORLD AND ESPECIALLY OPEC TO 
EXERCISE FULL SOVEREIGNTY OVER THEIR NATURAL RESOURCES. OPEC 
ACHIEVED A BREAKTHROUGH IN THE ATTEMPTS TO CORRECT THE 
"MASSIVE DOMINANCE" OF DC S IN WORLD RAW MATERIAL MARKETS. 
MOREOVER, OPEC HAS SHOWN "A GREAT SENSE OF INTERNATIONAL RE- 
SPONSIBILITY" IN RESPONDING TO THE NEEDS OF THE MOST AFFECTED 
COUNTRIES. THE SOURCE OF THE ECONOMIC CRISIS LIES ON THE 
PRESENT ORDER WHICH IS HEAVILY WEIGHTED AGAINST THE THIRD WORLD. 
THE SPECIAL SESSION IS A "RARE OPPORTUNITY FOR MANKIND TO FIND 
OUT HOW MUCH IT HAS LEARNED FROM ITS OWN PAST." NOTE: THIS 
ADDRESS WAS GIVEN SEPT. 8. (REPEATED INFO MOGADISCIO) 

BYELORUSSIAN SSR - IN WHAT WAS ESSENTIALLY A GENERAL POLITICAL 
STATEMENT ADHERING CLOSELY TO THE LINES OF THE EARLIER SOVIET 
STATEMENT, BYELORUSSIAN FOREIGN MINISTER GURINOVICH, SEPT 8, 
INVOKED DETENTE AND THE PRINCIPLES OF PEACEFUL COEXISTENCE AS 
THE BASIS FOR PROMOTING THE ECONOMIC INDEPENDENCE OF THE 
DEVELOPING COUNTRIES. AS THE MALIK STATEMENT HAD DONE, HE 
ALSO DISCLAIMED "SOCIALIST COUNTRY" RESPONSIBILITY FOR THE 
ECONOMIC CONDITION OF THE LDC'S. IT IS THE "UNDENIABLE 
RIGHT" OF THE DEVELOPING COUNTRIES TO OBTAIN COMPENSATION 
FROM THE CAPITALIST COUNTRIES, HE ASSERTED, FOR THEIR LOSSES 
AS A RESULT OF "COLONIALISM AND EXPLOITATION." HE ALSO 
REPEATED MALIK'S LINE TO THE EFFECT THAT POLITICAL DETENTE 
SHOULD BE ACCOMPANIED BY MILITARY DETENTE AND THAT THERE 
SHOULD BE AN END TO THE ARMS RACE. HE ALSO STRUCK OUT AT 
THE "PERNICIOUS" EFFECTS OF MULTINATIONAL CORPORATIONS AND THE 
"SPECIAL PRIVILEGES" OF MONOPOLISTIC CAPITAL. AS A GENERAL 
GUIDE TO ACTION FOR IMPLEMENTING ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT 
HE MENTIONED CONTROL OF THE ACTIVITIES OF FOREIGN CAPITAL TO 
PREVENT THE OUTFLOW OF PROFITS, THE PRINCIPLE OF SOVEREIGNTY 
OVER NATURAL RESOURCES, NATIONALIZATION OF TRANSNATIONAL MONO- 
POLIES AND SUPPORT FOR THE "ANTI-IMPERIALIST TREND" OF THE

COUNCIL FOR NAMIBIA - 
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COUNCIL SEPT. 10 NOTED REPORT ON MISSION TO BRUSSELS FOR 
CONSULTATIONS WITH OFFICIALS OF EEC AND NATO. WHICH WAS SUMMARIZED 
BY AMB FALL (SENEGAL). HE COMMENTED THAT THE MISSION HAD SOME 
DOUBTS ABOUT NATO SECRETARY LUNDS' REPLY TO THE MISSION'S 
PRESENTATION. "WE WILL HAVE TO SEE HOW NATO BEHAVES IN THE 
FUTURE," HE SAID, RECOMMENDING THAT CONTACT WITH BOTH NATO AND
